French Ijavender Flowers. 



"The best lavender llowors," said a 
wholesale druggist of (rroonwieh streot 
to a Now York Sun reporter, "come 
from France. The flowers are small 
and blue in color, and aro mixed with 
short stems as big as pins. Tlioy aro 
very fragrant, and when rubbed on the 
hand leave a delicate and pleasant 
odor. I'll guarantee that nine out of 
ten persons who use lavender water in 
their toilet have not tho vaguest idea 
what laveudor flowers look like. Speak- 
ing of lavender water reminds me that 
although It is so called, tho perfume 
used is not lavender water but lavender 
extract." 

"How docs it como to this country P" 

"In packages of three hundred 
pounds each. It is not very expensive. 
We sell it at twelve cents a pound." 

"In what form is it imported other 
than the flowor?" 

"Tho extract and the essential oil. 
The latter is a volatile oil upon which 
the odor depends. Tho ordinary oil 
sells for from $1.75 to $8 per pound. 
Wicham'a oil of lavender, which geta 
its name from Wicham's garden in 
London, costs .$4. '2b un ounce. An 
ounce of fairly good oil will perfume 
four or live gallons of alcohol. 

"Is lavender not also used for me- 
dicinal purposes?" 

"It is a remedy for nervous debility 
and one or two other complaints. It is 
very pleasant to the taste, and for this 
reason is often mixed with other medi- 
cines. Tho host lavender extruct is 
made in Germany. In fact, many of 
tho French perfumers have their laven- 
der extracts made in Germany, because 
thoy make them better than anywhoro 
olse."

The Family Doctor Shop. 

Nearly every person knows what to 
do in case of injury or sickness, but it 
often happens that under the exeito- 
tnent attending such circumstances 
they become confused and forget all 
they know about it. The following 
suggestions might be pasted up on the 
inside of the closet or bookcase door, 
whore ihey could bo referred to prompt- 

For stomach orauipa, gutjffjr hIu or a 
teaspoonful of the ' tincture of ginger 
in a half-glass of water in which half a 
teaspoonful of soda lias been dissolved. 

Swallowing saliva often relieves 
sour stomach. 

Hot, dry llannols applied as hot as 
possible for neuralgia. 

Whooping-cough paroxysms are re- 
lieved by breathing the fumes of tur 
pontine or carbolic »cid. 

For cold in the head nothing is bet- 
ter than powdered borax unified up 
the nostrils. 

A strong solution of bicarbonate of 
soda (baking soda), taken free neatly, 
is a reliable remedy for diarrhwal 
troubles, particularly those arising 
from acidity of the sloinneh. 

A standing antidote for poison by 
dew, poison oak, ivy, etc., is to take a 
handful of quicklime, dissolve in 
water, let it stand a half an hour, then 
paint the poisoned parts with it. 
Three or four applications will never 
fail to cure the most aggravated case. 

If children do not thrive on fresh 
milk it should be boiled. , 

Powdered rosin is the bent thing to 
stop bleeding from cuts. After the 
powder is sprinkled on wrap the wound 
will) a soft cotton cloth. As soon as 
the wound begins to feel feverish keep 
the cloth wet with cold water 

For burns sweet oil and cotton are 
the standard remedies. If they are 
not at hand sprinkle the burned part 
with flour and wrap loosely with a 
soft cloth. Don't remove the dressing 
until the inflammation subsides, as it 
will break the new skin that is form- 
ing. 

For nose bleeding bathe the face 
and neck with coid water. 

[ f an artery is severed tie a small 
cord or handkerchief tightly above 
it. 

For bilious colic sotla and ginger in 
hot water. Jt may bo taken freely. 

Broken iinibs should be placed in 
natural positions and the patient kept 
quite until the surgeon arrives. 

Nervous spasms are usually relieved 
by a little salt taken inlo the mouth 
and allowed to dissolve. 

Hemorrhages of the lungs or stomach 
promptly cheeked by small doses of 
salt. The patient should be kept as 
huiet as possible. 

Sleeplessness caused by too much 
blood in the head may he overcome by 
applying a cloth wee with cold water 
tojthe back of the neck. 

For pains in the chest and jstomach, 
as much Dover's powder as will lie on 
a silver five-cent piece. 

Wind colic is promptly relieved by 
pepper-mint essence taken in a little 
warm water. For children it may be 
sweetened. Paregoric is also good. 

Chlorate of potash dissolved in 
water is a standard remedy for sore 
throat, particularly if the throat feels 
raw. 

Tickling in the throat is best re- 
lieved by a gargle of salt aud witter. 

Indigestion is the prolific cause of 
colics, diarrhoea, headaches, constipa- 
tion and many diseases of the bladder. 
Food that is not digested ferments anil 
becomes powerfully acid, causing ir- 
ritation and inflammation wherever it 
touches. Many fevers are caused by it. 
Pepsin is the best remedy, if taken im- 
mediately after eating. If pepsin is not 
taken the acidity should be controlled 
by bicarbonate of soda or potash. 

Sickness of the stomach is most 
promptly relieved by drinking a tea 
cupfull of hot soda and water. If it 
brings the offending matter up all the 
better. 

A teaspoonfull of ground mustard in 
a cup of warm water is a prompt and 
reliable emetic, and should be resorted 
to in cases of poisoning or cramps in 
the stomach from over eating. 

Pains in the side are most promptly 
relieved by the application of mustard. 

Sprains and bruises call for an ap- 
plication of the tincture of arnica. 

Avoid purgatives and strong physics, 
as they not only do no good, but are 
positively hurtful. Pills may relievo 
for the time, but they seldom cure. 
Stomach bitters are a snare, and only 
create a desire for stimulants. 

Eat only such things as agree with 
you, and not too much at a time. By 
heeding the warnings of your stomach 
many doctor hills and even undertakers' 
too, may be avoided. Give children 
plenty of milk and bread, graham or 
oatmeal crackers, and good, ripe fruit. 
They will not only thriv e on this diet, 
hut keep hea lthy. 

La every house there should he a 
little nook in which a few simple 
remedies are kept. Among them should 
be extract of ginger, Dover's powder, 
peppernietit, chlorate of potash, bicar 
Donate of soda, sweet oil, paregoric, 
camphor, arnica, a bottle of pure 
whiskey, cotton, old muslin for band- 
ages, sticking plaster, a box <A ground 
mustard and some ready-made mustard 
plasters. Always strike u light when 
you go to get any of these in the dark, 
and be sure you have the right one. 



lutein jifrsiuoo in Germany. 

Consul General Vogelon at Frank- 
fort-on-the Main, in a despatch to the 
State Department, Washington, on 
intemperance in North Germany, says: 
"The average annual consumption of 
anient spirits in North Germany is 10 
to 1 1 litres per head, being equal, ac- 
cording to tho estimates, to from 31 to 
35 litres for each malo drinking person 
per year. The number of drinking 
places in Prussia has risen from ll'J,- 
945-in 1:869 to Kia.lilO in 1880; of 
these Do 1 , 000 were places in which 
ardent spirits were sold, being one 
such place to 10-1 inhabitants. But 
not only tho consumpton of ardent 
spirits, but also that of beer any wine 
is increasing throughout Germany, the 
average consumption of beer in Prussia 
being 87. G liters per head annually. 
The number of persons who became 
insane in consequence of excessive 
drinking (delirium tremens) in Prus- 
sia from lS7o to 1879 was 3,453, or 
14.84 persent of all demented persons. 
Of 3'J,S37 criminals convicted during 
the same period 13,706, or -II percent 
were ascertained to have cotninited tin; 
crime while under the influence of 
liquor. Of 4,450 suicides cotninited 
during saiil period .">0S were the result 
of excessive drinking and delirium. In 
Northern Germany more than 50 per- 
cent of all pauperism is due to exces- 
sive drinking. What, in view of this 
fearful showing, asks theorganization, is 
done"! Forty years ago a strong popular 
movement was organized to check the 
vice of drinking, but the storm of the 
revolution of IS IS, which followed 
soon after,' turned, the attention of tin' 
Uermna Government aud people to 
other and more immediately pressing 
subjects. In 1886 the laws regulating 
taverns ami drinking resorts were 
made more stringent in most of the 
German States, but the trade law 
(Gewerhe-Geseh-.) of 1869 adopted by 
Imperial Government made inoperative 
many of the provisions of those laws. 
Since then the number of drinking 
places has increased from 70 to 7~> 
percent by reason of which prolils 
have decreased, which circumstance 
again compels dealers in intoxicating 
drinks to hold out to the public ad- 
ditional inducements.

LA W AND ORDER. 

The scene ot excitement that occurrod 
at the Theatre Royal on Thursday even- 
ing on the occasion of Colonel Ingorsoll's 
lecture, was a moat disgraceful one. The 
attempt on the part of the authorities to 
prevent persona from entering the hall 
■was illadvised at such a time. If the hall 
•was unsafe in the opinion of the inspec- 
tors they should havo ascertained that 
fact long before Col. Ingorsoll had boon 
promised it to deliver his lecture in. 
Could anything bo inoro preposterous 
than to order a hall cleared aftur it was 
two-thirds full of people who had paid 
their money to hear the lecturo l It laid the 
authorities open to the charge of interfer- 
ing with fre» speech, and however much 
the orthodox of our city regret that tho 
youug and easily influenced of our people 
should be led tu listen to the "arch in- 
fidel," still the freo laws of tho country 
must not bo discarded. The attempts of 
the police to prevent persons from enter- 
ing were frustrated by the unruly crowd 
cutting an opening through the outer wall 
of the building as was dsscribed in yes- 
terday morning's paper. There was an- 
other incident of tho altercation on 
Thursday evening which doservos the 
severest consuro. Wo mean tho interfer- 
ence with tho police in tho performance 
of their duty. It is a recognizod custom 
in all communities that in excitements of a 
public kind tho polico are to be obeyed 
when trying to preserve order. And 
even should they bo largloy in tho wrong 
it is the duty of citixons tu submit to 
their authority, knowing that after.wards 
they may find redress. On Thursday 
evening the polico were opposed and buf- 
feted in a way which would have called 
forth a volley of blows from tho police- 
men's clubs in any other city or else the 
leaders of the disturbance would have 
been marched oft' to prison. Respect for 
the law should be demanded on all occa 
eions. If the administrators of tho law 
exceed their duty they can be reached af- 
terwards by those who may consider 
themselves aggrieved. But we hope 
never again to sue or hear of tho Victoria 
chief of polico or any of his force submit- 
ting quifitly to abuse, assault or threats 
when they are only enforcing the orders 
which their superiors havo given thorn to 
carry out. 

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 

The value of our telegraphic dispatches 
has been fully seen during the last fow 
days on account of the very important 
news that has been coining through. Tho 
last few days havo been crowded with 
stirring events in foreign countries From 
England and Egypt has come the news of 
the preparations for tho rescue of General 
Gordon, and from Canada accounts of tho 
mustering of troops to aid in tho ex- 
pedition. The news from China has boon 
of the most exciting kind. Aftor tho 
dilly-dallying between that power and 
Franco for months tho French have re- 
deemed their promise of punishing China 
if it refused to pay the indemnity de- 
manded for the broach of treaty. The 
engagement at Foo Chow was lierco and 
deadly, tho Chinese loss in ships and 
men being very large. The victory has 
been followed up by the reduction of all 
the forts in the vicinity. Another de 
mand will now probably bo made for the 
§250,000,000, but if it, is again refused 
the French have avowed their intention 
of humbling the Chinese so that they will 
bo obligod to acknowledge French su- 
premacy in Tonquin. In yesterday's tele- 
grams it was stated that M. Ferry de- 
clared that they have no intention of in- 
terfering with commerce, which course has 
been rather dreaded by England, the 
United States and other countries inter- 
ested. The news of the spread of cholera 
into Italy and Switzerland is discouraging. 
It seems probable that it is bound to be 
■very widely extended, as was feared at 
the beginning of the outbreak. 

TEE INJUNCTION CASE. 

This ciwe was argued before; the Chief 
Justice in chambers yesterday morning and 
was adjourned to enable the attorney-gen- 
eral's name to be inserted in the complaint 
as plaintiff It was rumored last evening 
that the attorney-general will decline to 
allow his name to appear in the proceedings. 
If this rumor should prove correct it is dif- 
ficult to aee what steps the opponents of the 
agricultural show can next take in further- 
ance of their plans. Mr. Anderson, the 
complainant, must show that he will or has 
received personal damage or injury through 
the erection of the buildings; and this, it is 
hoped, he will not bo able to <lo. The case 
will come up again at 12 o'clock to-day. 



English Mail. 

London, Aug. 18. — Mr. Andrew Carne- 
gie, the American iron master, has a 
syndicate of liberal newspapers, under the 
management of Mr. Samuel Storey, M. P., 
which has considerable influence in the 
political world. The St. James Gazotto, 
in an article this afternoon, comments on 
an interview with Mr. Carnegie, originally 
published in Pittsburg. The Gazette de- 
clares that the present agitation against 
the house of lords originated in America, 
that it ia an attempt to infuse republican 
sentiments into English politics, so that 
the movement with all its paraphernalia 
of processions, monster meetings and 
other factitious machinery, which Amer- 
ican politicians know so well how to han- 
dle, is entirely unknown in English son 
timent, and is the result of Ameiicun in- 
fluence and paid for by American dollars. 
It charges Mr. Carnegie with being at the 
head of a conspiracy which in more subtle 
and more dangerous than that of the 
dynamiters, and which seeks to destroy 
both the crown and I he house of lords. 

London, Aug. 11).— Tho Pall Mall 
Gazette to-day contains a notable poem 
by Algernon Swinburne. It is a political 
philippic entitled "Clear Tho Way," and 
it abounds in highly spiced and vehement 
abuse of the tory peer, whom it invites 
to clear the way for tho irresistable pro- 
gress of human freedom or to accept the 
fato of a swarm of pigmies attempting to 
dam tho current of a deluge.

LAST NIGHT S DISPATCHES. 



CHINA. 

Shanghai, Aug. 29. — Tho European 
residents of Shanghai remain unmolested. 
Many Chinese, however, have become 
alarmed and are leaving the city and for- 
eign settlement. The chief magistrate 
and consuls issued placards urging tho na- 
tives to remain as tho French have no pre- 
sent intention of attacking Shanghai or 
Woo Sang. The Chinese authorities havo 
received an important telegram from 
Pekin, the purport of which is not pre- 
cisely known. Reports say, however, 
that China is desirous of coming to an 
agreement with France. 

London, Aug. 28.— A Times' Foo Chow 
dispatch last night says, since the French 
descended tho river, tho Chinese have 
looted and burnod tho foreigners' quart- 
ers in the city. Much dissatisfaction is 
expressed at tho action of the Fronch in 
bombarding tho city without landing 
troops for tho protection of foreigners. 
It is roported that Germany has protest- 
ed against this action. Tho Chinese com- 
plain that English pilots guided tho 
French fleet durinc the engagement, thus 
committing a breach of tho neutrality 
laws. 

EGYPT. 

SlJAKKM, Aug. 28. — Tho robels suc- 
ceeded last night in removing two mines 
which had boon laid near tho town for the 
purpose of exploding when they attacked 
the garrison. They also captured soven 
dhows near tho harbor and killod four sai- 
lors. The other sailors and dhows, seven 
in number, oscaped. Tho robels took 
three dhows and 25 prisonors. They had 
captured fifty mines south of Suakem, 
where it is roported the rebels havo col- 
lected a largo force. Tho British man- 
of-war Condor will proceed to this port. 

CANADA. 

Montreal, Aug. 28. — As a section of 
the British Association was about begin- 
ning business to-day, Lieutenant Grooly 
entered and was immediately surrounded, 
and was welcomed in an expressive man- 
ner by Sir Henry Fofrey. 

LoncoN, Aug. 29.— Tho Canadian gov- 
ernment replying to tho reference from 
the Privy Council of tho memorial of the 
ranch holders of tho Western United 
States, asking for freedom to import cat- 
tle through Canada to England, refuse to 
urant tho request on the ground that 
there will be a risk of introducing disease 
both into Canada and Great Britain. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vibnna, Aug. 29.— Anothor large sugar 
firm has failed whose liabilities exceed 
those of Weinrieh, who failed for $4,000,- 
000 on Monday. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Aug. 29.— It is intended to 
raise a corps of Boldiers for colonial ser- 
vico. The German colonial farms, which 
require military protection, will provide 
funds for tho corps. Such arrangement is 
necessary, as tho Prussian military sys- 
tem .vill not allow regular trsops sent 
abroad. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 29. — An enthusiastic de- 
monstration was hold in tho Lyceum The- 
atre last night, the occasion being Henry 
Irving's farewell performance, Richelieu 
being given Irving wa3 called before the 
curtain and in responso to the hearty re- 
coptionsaid: "Ladies and gentlemen, we 
are now, at tho end of a brief season, 
about to leave for about six months, to 
again resume friendly intercourse with 
tho great peoplo of America. Our tour 
will extond from Canada to San Fran- 
cisco. Upon our return, I intend to settle 
permanently at homo." 

The government has contracted with a 
Chicago firm to supply 000,000 pounds 
of compressed beof for tho Gordon relief 
expedition. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Denvek, Col., Aug. 29.— At 11 o'clock 
last night a train belonging to the Anglo- 
American Circus loft Fort Collins for 
Goldon, via Greely, Salt Lake, and other 
points on the Union Pacific road. Forty 
minutes later, when near Groely, tho 
oleoping car, in which 75 men employed as 
roustabouts of the circus were asleep, 
caught fire and was wholly consumed. 
Ten men perished.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 29. — Tho death 
of S. H. Collins, proprietor of tho well 
known Collins saloon, is announced this 
morning from dropsy. He came here in 
1852, and was aged 53. He loaves a for 
tune estimated at half a million dollars. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Newport, Aug. 29.— President Arthur 
dined with James Gordon Bennett lasl 
night. 

Evansville, Aug. 29. — At nine o'clock 
this morning the most destructive hum 
cano ever felt hero broke upon Evansville, 
doing daiuago of not Iobs than a quarter 
of a million dollars in the city and vicinity. 
Houses were blown down, roofs carried 
away, three or four steamers badly in- 
jured, thousands of shade trees torn up 
by tho roots, and other injury. It is im- 
possible at this hour to give the amount 
of damage done. Several churches suf 
ferod sovoroly; also tho new school 
house. 

Chicago, Aug. 29.— The Daily News 
Evansvillo, Ind., dispatch sayH : The 
steamer Belmont, the transfer boat, which 
leaves hero at eight o'clock every morning, 
was struck by the storm about, three miles 
this side of Honderson, Kentucky, sink- 
ing her barge and cars to the bottom, 
blowing the chimney off and sinking the 
steamer almost instantly. It is reported 
there woro over thirty people on board, 
and only three are reported saved a 
newsboy named Ranza, tho cook and the 
pilot, who swam ashore. All the wires 
are down and most of tho boats are 
crippled ho as to be unable to go to tho 
scono of tho wreck. 

Evan.svii.lk, Ind., Aug. 29.— -The re- 
port that tho transfer steamer Bulmont 
was sunk near Henderson and 20 lives 
lost is not generally creditod. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 29.— Steamer Esperanza 
from Marseilles, arrived at Cardiff with 
two cases of cholera on board and is 
quarantined. 

Liverpool, Aug. 29.— Tho failure of 
\V. I. Sutclsffo, coal merchant, is an- 
nounced; liabilities between £80,000 and 
£100,000, and mostly in London cargoes. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Aug. 29.— The Duko of Ediu- 



burg with channel fleet is visiting Dublin 
harbor. This causes a great stir among 
tho people, and the Duke is well received. 
Thousands flocked to Kingstown to visit 
the fleet, and the evening was made bril- 
liant with balls and fireworks, and the 
illumination of tho war ships. Tho 
Freeman's Journal remarks that such oc- 
currences as this indicates how loyal tho 
Irish might bo if they woro only accorded 
their just rights. 

CHINA. 

London, Aug. 29. — Tho Times' China 
correspondent at Foo Chow tolgraphs that 
the foreign settlements aro quiet in that 
city, and tho natives seem friendly. 

Shanghai, Aug. 29. — The Fronch floot 
destroyed the remains of tho Chinese 
wrecks in Kin Pai channel, and are be- 
lievod to havo loft Min river to-day, but 
their destination remains uncertain. It 
seems probable they are bound for Shang- 
hai. 

A Foo Chow dispatch explains that tho 
foreigners' quarters were looted by 
Chinese. 

MONTANA. 
Helena, Aug. 29. — Gov. Crosby states 
that tho special agent sent by him to en- 
quire into tho condition of tho Piegan In- 
dians has just returned, and says that 
the Indians, about 2000, are dying from 
the effects of gradual starvation. Tho 
men and women aro gaunt and sniritless, 
and tho childron emaciated All are so 
weakened by lack of sullicient food for tho 
past two years. Suffering and death may 
occur shortly. Government agents are 
unnatural and inhuman.

The river is steadily rising. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Panama, Aug. 29. — Tremendous rains 
yesterday caused a washout on the Pana- 
ma railway. Passenger and freight trains 
have returned. 

CHINA. 

London, Aug. 29. -Advices received 
by the leading China houses in London 
from their branches at Foo Chow and 
Shanghai, show that no dread is onter- 
tained thero of a native uprising, and 
business is proceeding as usual in London. 
Premiums on vessels on the China sea, 
which has been advanced to war rates, 
have fallen to-day to nominal rates. 
General confidence prevails, and an early 
settlement of the Franco-Chinese difficult- 
ies is looked for. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Evansville, Ind., Aug. 29. — The loss 
of the transfer steamer Belmont and 
drowning of ten to fifteen persons, is con- 
firmed. 

A hurricane this forenoon capsized a 
boat at Stanley's landing, thirty miles 
above Henderson. She was guing to Hen- 
derson with a barge containing tho pas 
seugers of tho Louisville it Nashville 
railway. The boat parted from thu barge. 
All on the latter were saved and all on 
tho boat, except four or live were lost. 

WllBKUNU, W. Va., Aug. 29.— On 
Thursday night at 11 o'clock a freight 
train on the Cleveland Loraine and 
Wheeling It. R. , north with engine No. 
4, when near Stillwater, jumped tho track, 
turning almost completely over, and 
wrecking fourteen cars. Killod, John 
Eator, engineer, and James Bulger, 
brakeman, The engine whs twisted and 
broken into a shapeless mass. The tender 
was on the top of the engine. Tho 
engineer was found seated on his 
cushion bout forward with his 
arms held over the top of his head. 
The brakeman was riding on the engine 
at the time of the accident, and was found 
at the back of the engine and held tight 
by part of the cab and embedded to the 
waist in cord-wood, that was stacked be- 
side the track for shipment. He begged 
piteously to be released, and told throe 
men who were working to release him 
from his burning prison, to kiss his babes 
for him, and to tell his wife that his last 
breath went out m prayer for her and his 
little ones. With their best efforts il 
took tho men an hour to get him out. lie 
was carried to the station and died at two 
o'clock. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, Auj. 29.— The burning of the 
circus car was attended with in'discribable 
horrors. The burned car was next to tho 
engine in a train of 17 cars containing the 
circus which left Port Collins about mid 
night for Golden. Tho train was Hearing 
Windsor, running 25 miles per hour when 
tho engineer discovered the car to bo on 
tire. He reversed the engine. Thero 
wore sixty men in the car arranged in .'! 
tiers of bertha on either side. Tho for 
ward side door was closed and tho men in 
bunks sleeping against it. Tho roar side- 
door was also closed and the men who 
awoke discovered tho lower unoccupied 
berth next to it containing rubbish was on 
fire filling the car with smoke, cutting oil' 
tho escape on that side. Tho only means 
of egress wus through a small window be- 
tween the car and the engine. Tho engi- 
neer tried to pass in water from tho engine 
tank. Owing to tho suffocating gas it 
was difficult to arouse the sloopers. Some 
were kicked and bruised in a shocking 
manner and pitched out of tho window. 
The screams of those who woro unable to 
get out were terrifying. The glare of tho 
tiames and sight of tho burning victims 
outside who were writhing in agony on 
the cactus beds caused tho wild boasts 
in the adjoining car to become frantic 
with tenor and making the scene appalling. 
The performers who occupied rear cars 
gazed with white faces at tho awful spec- 
tacle. In the midst of the confusion two or 
throe heroic souls appeared equal to the oc- 
casion and bravely cut their way to their 
companions, but only to find them already 
in tho agonies of death. An old Pacific 
Coast sailor named Macdonald was terribly 
burned, his liesli hanging in shreds. The 
heartrending! cries of the men on the 
prairies, the appeals of the dying in tho car, 



the roar of the tiames and tho howling of 
the animals made the scene terrible. Tho 
odor of roasting tlesh and the distant cry of 
coyotes added to the general horror of the 
Hcene. Many of the rescued on being pul- 
led through the small window had their 
limbs broken aud joints dislocated. Hands 
and feet were found burned off, ami tho 
roasted trunks of bodies were found. In 
ono place were legs and in another piles of 
roasted, shrivelled carcasses that had been 
pulled out of the ruins. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 27. — A cable dis- 
patch received in this city quotss Cali- 
fornia wheat in the English market at 35 
shillings pence to !!(> shillings a quarter. 
As tho lowoat average price of English 
grown wheat during the last hundred 
years is 30 shillings, and as California 
grain has always ranked higher than Eng- 
lish grown wheat, the present prices show 
that the average of the present year is 
below that of any year during the present 
century. 

Professor .Sanger, of the girls' high 
school, who was suspended last week on a 
charge made by Archbishop Aleinany, of 
the Roman Catholic Church, has been re- 
instated. The charge was that Sanger in 
commenting en history lesson had mado 
statements prejudicial to thu Catholic 
Church, and at tho investigation last 
night it was proved that Sanger had sim- 
ply set forth the causes leading to the 
Reformation. The board did not think 
this was a sullicient occasion to dismiss 
Sanger, and tho decision was made ac- 
cordingly. The Catholics are greatly 
chagrined at the action of tho board. 

HASTE UN STATES. 
New York, Aug. 27. — A special from 
Dayton, Ohio, says: Fran/. Waltzman 
starved to death yesterday. Ho had seen 
better circumstances, and was too proud 
to beg. He loaves a wife and several 
childron. His wife tolls a horrible story 
of his death. She says while In- lay dying 
the children surrounded his couch and 
sobbed piteously for bread. His wife 
asked her neighbors for a loaf of bread 
Saturday but was refused, and on Sun- 
day morning when she finally sent for a 
physician the dying falhor was so far gone 
that he could not swallow when the doc- 
tor arrived, his sufTerings having boon so 
terrible as to produce something akin to 
lock jaw. This case ia the saddest that 
has ever occurred in or near this city. 
The children are between ono and thir- 
teen years of age, and not even the next 
door neighbor knew that tho family were 
suil'eriiig for the wain of bread. 

EUROPE. 
New York, Aug 27. — A London cablo 
special says Lord Cahir, an Irish peer, is 
tho hero of the latest escapade. He 
amused himself by getting uproariously 
drunk in a coffee room at Deplond and 
getting into an altercation with the man- 
ager. An attempt was made to put his 
lordship out of the place, and ultimately 
he was handed over to the police. When 
arraigned before tl o magistrate Cahir as- 
saulted the prosecutor in open court with 
a torrent of abuse, calling him a scoun- 
drel, a wretch and a liar. When rebuked 
by the magistrate for his conduct, his 
lordship became highly indignant, and 
menaced the police with violence until 
brought to his senses by a threat of com - 
mittal. Finally he was bound over to 
keep the peace for six months.

Anderson vs. Tho Corporation and Jas. 
D. Bryant and Thomas Russell, president 
and secretary of tho Agricultural So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Pollard on behalf of tho corpora- 
tion and Mr. Hett on behalf of Thomas 
Russell, moved to dissolve the injunction 
which had boon granted against the erec- 
tion of tho agricultural buildings on 
Beacon Hill Park. 

The learned gentlemen argued that a 
suit for the violation of a public duty 
could not be brought by a private parly 
alone unless ho had sustained individual 
damage, but that the attorney general 
must sue on behalf of the public citizen. 
Joyce on Injunctions, p. 722. Stockport 
it Co. vs. Corporation of Manchester, 
L. R. 9 Eq., 210. Winterbottam vs. 
Derby, L. R. 2 Ex., 21(3. They also 
argued that tho erection of agricultural 
buddings did not so interfere with the 
parkas a placo of recreation as to consti- 
tute a broach of tho trust created under 
the act, citing Attorney-General vs. Sun- 
derland , L. R. 2 Ch. D., 644, and Lowin 
on Trusts. 

Mr. Hett also argued that tho name of 
Mr, Russell should in any event bo struck 
out, as ho was merely the secretary of the 
society, and had not individually or other- 
wise directed any of tho matters com 
plained of. 

The judge said that if there was no- 
thing more to urge upon the merits of the 
case it appeared to him clear enough thai 
those causing the erection of the build- 
ings were clearly acting beyond their 
powers. Ho also thought that the Agri- 
cultural Society, not being an incorporated 
one, Mr. Russoll, as socrotary, was pro- 
perly sued. Ho thought, however, that 
possibly tho contractor might be joined. 

Upon the. point that tho attorney -gener- 
al must be a party, his lordship called ou 
counsel for the plaintiff to answer that 
objection. 

Mr. Theodore Davie said that the ob- 
jection was mortly one of non joinder of 
parties, which before the judicature act 
Would havo been the subject of demurrer, 
hut since tho new practice could not avail 
to defeat an action, as rule 99 provided 
that no suit should be abated or defeated 
for uon joinder or mis joinder of parties 
either as plaintiffs or defendants, but that 
tho court might iu proper cases cause tie 
cessury parties to be added or struck out, 
as occasion required. The joinder of the 
attorney-general in a case like tho present 
was only a matter of general practice and 
not of universal application , citir.g Nun 
oaton Local Hoard and Sewerage Society, 
L. It. 20 Eq., and in many cases the at- 
torney-general would decline to appear as 
a plaintiff for obvious reasons. 

His lordship said that what ho consid- 
ered best to do would be to continue the 
injunction until to morrow at noon, for 
the plaintiff to add such other parties as 
he might be advised. So ordered.

The Nanaimo Freo Press says: — 
"Most of our readors will rcmombor that 
in May last an account appeared in tho 
Freo Press of the reported death of tho 
Chinaman who was injured at tho tune 
poor Neil McLean was killed at Wel- 
lington. The coroner was notified of 
tho death and proceeded to East Wel- 
lington to hold an inquest, but Dr. Wal- 
kem, colliery surgeon, in the meantime 
went to examine the presumed cadaver, 
and on taking hold of tho injured limb 
received a practical demonstration in tho 
Bhape of a kick from the uninjured limb 
that the Celestial had not flown to tho 
bosom of Confucius, but was still of tho 
earth earthy. At that time tho China- 
man was under tho treatment of tho Chi- 
nese doctor, who had removed tho 
dressing of Dr. Walketn. His leg was in 
a frightful state, aud Dr. Clunoss gave it 
as his opinion that unless amputation 
was resorted to the patient would diu. 
After four mouths' intense Buffering tho 
Chinaman died on Friday night. The 
house was entirely deserted, the friends, 
in their superstitious dread of accidental 
death, havina Hod and carried all the 
household effects with them. Tho body 
was buried on the Departure Bay rood 
on Sunday, aud an oyo- witness informs us 
that the grave was not over 15 inches in 
depth, tho collin being 1'2 inches deep, 
would leave about TUKEK inches of earth 
on top. With such a disregard of san- 
itary precautions, is it not a miracle that 
Nanaimo has boon free frcman epidemic 
Hut it should be stopped at onco, ami 
the Chinese compelled to adopt the same 
standard of sanitary regulations that 
is enforced on the white population." 
At tho inquest it was shown that the 
Chinese doctor removed the drossing ap- 
plied by Dr. VValkem, and then deserted 
the man. The jury found — "That tho de- 
ceased came to his death, not from in- 
juries received on April 30, 188-4, but 
from want of skillful attendance, the de- 
ceased refusing attendance from the 
colliery surgeon.

The Sound Steamers. 

It is reported that the steamer Olympian 
(just withdrawn from the Sound service) 
and tile Alaskan will be put on the San 
Francisco route. The report, however, is 
not regarded seriously. The Seattle 
Chronicle says the Olympian is too expen- 
sive a boat for the Sound service. She 
requires two engineers, two water tend- 
ers, two oilers and eight firemen, whereas 
the Geo. E. Starr is run with only two 
engineers ami two Bremen, and consumes 
only half tho amount of coal that the 
Olympian dues. The Olympian is the 
fastest beam-engine boat on tho Sound. 
Her rate of speed on her trial trip was 
twenty-two knots per hour. She worked, 
however, her four boilers. While run- 
ning on the Sound, she used only two 
boilers. The Olympian is, tho pride of 
the Sound, and there would be general 
regret at I his change. 

Will IIksist Ki.im ithin. - The em- 
ployes of the (I. It. & N. Co. , whose 
wages, it has been announced, will be re- 
duced after Sept. 1st, will decline to ac- 
cept the reduced rate. Tho amount of 
the reduction has not been made public, 
and the company's agents havo givon no 
official notice as yet to their employes, 
but having no option themselves in tho 
matter, il will not be long delayed. Tho 
attempt will be resisted, as the engineers' 
union, !500 strong, has already called a 
meeting, and are determined to stand by 
their associates, while the sailors, who 
also have a protective association, intend 
to adopt the same line of tactics. Various 
attempts have been made to reduce the 
pay of steamship men, but they havo in 
all cases failed.

E. Fox (Messrs. Fox and Bousfield), 
wlio stated that the history of Bos- 
caftle was that of tlm boundary of tho 
borderland so hotly contested between 
the Saxons and tho Cults and as early 
as the fifth century it was under the 
sway of King Arthur, the ruins of 
whose castle crowned the hill-top of 
Tintagel, close by. Among the titlo 
deeds in the present vendor's posses- 
sion was a continuation under the 
Croat Seal of Queen Elizabeth, dated 
February 12, L5S.">, of the grant by 
Edward IJ. in 1 .'! 1 2 of all tho markets 
and fairs of Bottreaux Castle, the 
ancient seat, of tho Norman French 
family of Hottrell, or Bottreaux, who 
settled hero in tho reign of Henry II. , 
and fought among the rebel barons 
against Henry 111. in 12(il. The sale 
included a moiety of the advowson to 
tho rcctorios of Forrabury and Minster, 
both their churches on tho estate. The 
bidding, which commenced with an 
offer of £.'50,000, did not advance be- 
yound £55,000, whbh was below the 
reserve price, and the property was not 
sold. — Toronto Times.

DEVIL. 

Remarkably ri«>«luious Saloon- 
Kecpcr Fleeced Out, of His 
Cash. 

Milwaukee, Aug. 20.— The particulars 
of a novel swindle, perpetrated by a sharp- 
er, who played cleverly on the extraordi- 
nary credulity of his dupes, has been 
brought to light here through an appli- 
cation made to the authorities for the ar- 
rest of I he sw indler. George Schmidt, 
representing himself as a physician, en- 
gaged board hero recently and soon began 
negotiations with J. Peter Dell, a saloon- 
keeper, for the alleged purchase of his 
establishment. During the conversation 
with Dell, Schmidt informed him, in as 
mysterious a manner as possible, and 
under injunctions of the strictest secrecy, 
that ho had i?lir>,000 buried in tho ground. 
Ue also said ho was in league with tho 
evil one, and would show Dell how ho 
could easily make a fortune. He then 
read from a book of incantations a lot of 
Black Crook rubbish, aud strangely 
enough impressed Dell and his wife. 
Schmidt's scheme was that iu order to 
propitiate the devil it would bo necessary 
to bury §1,300 in a box; it would gradu- 
ally sink tu the infernal regions, and after 
his satanic majesty had found it all cor- 
net he would attach a box to it contain- 
ing the .51)5,000. Dell hesitated a little, 
but his wife urged him to join Schmidt 
after the latter had agreed to put .5050 in 
the "pot." The sum of 51250 was still re- 
quired, but another fool was found who 
promptly put it up. 

The "doctor" aud his victims then re- 
paired at dead of night to a lonely spot iu 
the woods. Tho money , §900 in gold and 
8400 in banknotes — was sealed up with 
black wax, tho seal bearing a skull and 
cross-bones. The package was then 
placed iu a cigar-box. sealed again, and 
after mumbling some jargon tho box was 
buried. The throe men then placed their 
right, foot on the spot and repeated an 
oath not to dig up the treasure until a 
certain day. Schmidt declared that if 
any individual member of tho trio at- 
tempted to dig up the box he would drop 
dead. 

The men then separated and tho next 
day Schmidt called on Dell and accom- 
panied him to the Soldiers' Home. Here 
a telegram sent by a confederate was 
handed Schmidt, informing him that his 
"professional services" were required in a 
neighboring town. Excusing himself he 
took the first train and failed to return. 
Dell at last became suspicious, and upon 
digging up the box found it contained 
only a lot of stones. The search for 
Schmidt has thus far proved fruitless.

Concefnlnft Adulteration. 



Notwithstanding tho press has hcoa 
filled, with sensational items against 
tho adulteration of food and. drugs, 
llttlo or no alarm oxists in tho public 
mind rogarding tho general wholesomo- 
ness of tho food supply, for the reason 
that, as a whole, it is purer than over 
before. Tho special committee ap- 
pointed by the Citizens' Association of 
Chicago to investigate tho subject of 
food adulteration has made a very 
sensible report upon tho matter, and 
while finding that adulteration is prac- 
ticed with some articles tho committeo 
stato that "it is fortunate for tho com- 
munity tho most common and nutri- 
tious food in uso either cannot bo man- 
ipulated or is so cheap as to render the 
process unprofitable." 

The every-day exporionco of con- 
sumers demonstrates to each individu- 
al tho truth of tho above. It is tho 
abuse of food or the willful disregard 
of prudonce in selecting food that is 
the parent of most of tho illness at- 
tributod ! to adulteration or poison. 

Tho methods of production and 
manufacture of fooil have so improved 
during the past-twenty^livo years that 
tho average quality of tho world's food 
supply has been raised to a point far 
abovo that which formorly provailod. 
Says Sir James Paget, in accounting 
for tho diminished source of disease. 
"Wo have bettor, cheaper and moro 
various food." This statement finds 
abundant confirmation in tho reports of 
scientific mon who are constantly ex- 
amining tho character of tho food sup- 
ply. For instance, in the report of 
Jamos Boll, Principal of the Somerset 
House Laboratory, otc, ho says in refer- 
ence to toa: "Happily, at tho present 
tlmo, a groat chaugo has taken place 
for the better in tho qualitios of tho 
teas found in commerce and supplied 
to tho public." In the caso of tho 
Health Department of this city versus 
Pu'rdon, alludod to in tho Chicago re- 
port, tho defendant won tho suit, bo- 
causo there was no "satisfactory proof 
that tho effect of suoh adulteration is 
to render tho tea seriously detrimental 
to health and unwholesome as an arti- 
cle of drink." If, in addition to the 
confidence of tho public in the gouoral 
wholosomoness of food, thoro was 
more of common sense exercised in its 
selection, causes of complaint would bo 
far less numorous. 

Chemistry has wrought wonders in 
cheapening tho cost aud improving tho 
quality of food, indopendont of its 
achievements in tho field of food pres- 
ervation. It has utilized vegetable 
products formerly wasted and trans- 
formed them into wholesome articlos 
of food. Cotton seed oil is undoubted- 
ly a better and mcru wholesome frying 
medium thau lard. Glucose and oleo- 
margarine, if properly mado, aro un- 
objeetional in a hoalth point of view, 
and, if sold for what they arc, as is 
done by all respectable bouses, thoy 
are a boneiitto tho community. 

Tho world has novor scon the time 
when thero was as great a variety of 
cheap and wholesomo food available 
for the masses as at present. Host of 
all is that steam transportation has 
mado it possible for tho citizens of ev- 
ery country upon the globe to enjoy tho 
staples and luxuries produced through- 
out tho world. Thoro is au interna- 
tional exchange of food of superb 
quality that is wonderful in its extent. 

Tho Chicago report also states a well 
recognized factor in tho situation in 
the declaration that: "In tho main, 
tho compound used to reduce tho qual- 
ity or increase tho bulk of an}' articlo 
of food or drink is not injurious to 
health." Is it any wonder that the 
peoplo aro apathotic if the bulk of tho 
food is nutritious and tho greater part 
of tho adulterants used aro harmless? 

It cannot bo denied, however, that 
food and drugs are to some extent de- 
based with articles which aro in them- 
selves dangerous. Laws against this 
already exist, and by a proper system 
of inspection they can be enforced. 
Tho foolish demands of consumers aro 
.in some casus directly responsible for 
this, as in tho color of confectionery, 
mustard and coffee. 

Retail merchants who como in con- 
tact with eonsumors can do much to 
educate thorn out of such foolish pref- 
erences, and also by encouraging those 
manufacturers and dealers who endeav- 
or to sell puro goods. Retail mer- 
chants should study tho quality of the 
goods they buy more thoroughly than 
at present. 

The very fact that manufactured 
goods aro offered below the cost of the 
articlo in its crudo state is evidenco 
enough of its manipulation. Recently 
a party bought mustard in this city at 
6J cent per pound. It consisted of 80 
per cent, of Hour, and tho balance 
something to give the stuff pungency, 
..tho mixturo being colored with naph- 
tal yellow. Tho buyer of such stuff is a 
solf-confessed fraud. 

Wo must admit, however, that man; 
of tho tales of adulteration are absurd 
and others exaggerated by parties in- 
terested in depreciating the stock of a 
competitor. We find many physicians, 
chemists and other specially intorosted 
parties spreading false or exaggerated 
reports of adulteration or poisoning 
from the uso of food in obedionco to 
an insatiable craving for notoriety. 

Tho stories of coffee beans made 
from dough, and sugar adultoratcd 
with sand, are illustrations of how an 
absurdity is mado to appoar truth. Tho 
fierce war which is being waged against 
manufacturers of baking powdor'illus- 
trates that competition does not always 
debase, aud that if rightly exerted it 
may oxert a powerful influence in pro- 
vonting adulteration. The best pack- 
ers of canned goods abandoned the in- 
sido soldering of cans to romovo one 
cause of public criticism. And in their 
own interest they will undoubtedly 
seek to make any improvements which 
experience may suggest as beneficial to 
health or ploa.sing to tho palate 

Tho Chicago report is right in its 
declaration that "what wo need, pri- 
marily, is a National law." The time, 
however, will not be ripe for that until 
more of the States enact a law similar 
to that adopted by New York, New 
Jorsoy, Illinois and Mnssachusottts, 
and to all intents and purposes iden- 
tical. 

In this Stato tho existing lnw would 
bo sufficient to oradicatoall the ovils of 
adulterations wore money provided 
whereby the Stato and local boards of 
health could make it effective. Tho 
Legislature provides a remedy and 
then makos it inoperative for want of 
funds. 

No consumor who deals with retail- 
ers of high character need over foar 
danger from tho use of food. All tho 
laws in tho world aro worthless if not 
executed. Then again those who ad- 
vocate heaping legislative Pelion on 
Ossa proceed upon the assumption that 
consumers have not tho slightest abili- 
ty to decide between what is good and 
what is bad, and that thoy will proceed 
indefinitely to consume goods of bad 
fjualitv. unlosa Drotoctod W law. Sure- 



ly Eometniug can be trusted to the pal- 
ate and good judgment of tho avorago 
consumer, and is it not possible that 
paternal legislation can be carried too 
far in regulating our family affairs?— 
American. Grocer and Dry Good* Chron- 
icle. 

Measures to bo Taken to Make Gov- 
ernment Responsible. 

Congress must bo enabled to sottlo all 
questions of national concern, and 
must bavo tho rango of the objects un- 
der its dominion extended sufficiently 
to prevent any petty local legislature 
from boing ablo to thwart the will and 
ondanger tho welfare of the whole peo- 
ple. It must have full power to regu- 
late the entire question of transporta- 
tion, in order that artificial boundaries 
may not be tho shelter and refuge of 
those powerful combinations who now 
rogulato it to suit themselves. For tho 
reason that transportation is so inti- 
mately allied to commerce that the two 
cannot in practice be separated, as well 
as for other reasons hardly less cogent, 
tho establishment of a uniform code of 
commerce for tho whole country must 
bo included within its province 

In the second place, tho separation 
of the executivo from tho logislativo 
must bo oudod; tho executivo must bo 
ontitlod to proposo laws necessary for 
tho prosorvation of tho public welfare, 
and tho legislative must bo enabled to 
control tho execution of all laws passod. 
For this purpose the chiefs of tho ud- 
iuiuistrativo departments must be 
members of Congress, ready at all 
times to enlighten it regarding tho 
wants of tho groat departments of 
stato, and to urge tho passage of tho 
laws required to meet thoso wauts. 
One of thorn must stand out so con- 
spicuous abovo Ids fellows, that upon 
him will bo fixed tho ultimate respon- 
sibility to tho whole country for all tho 
action and inaction of both Congress 
and tho administration. At tho same 
titno tho tenure of the clerical force re- 
quired for tho administration of public 
affairs must be mado so socure, and so 
thoroughly regulated, that the public 
offices can no longer bo converted into 
private patronage. Indeod, while tho 
sonse of thoir responsibility is develop- 
ing, tho public spirit of our legislators 
will bo correspondingly developed, so 
that thoy will noithor desiro nor have 
causa to desiro a continuation of tho 
practice of spoils and booty. They 
will have something better to do. 

In the third place, and as a corollary 
from tho foregoing, the legislature 
ought in no manner to be allowed to 
shift its responsibility on the judiciary. 
The necessary and proper function of 
the latter is to interpret tho will of the 
former, not to control it. Until t.lin 
legislature has becomo tho sole and re- 
sponsible judge of the constitutionally 
of its acts, truo liberty will be without 
our reach; for uncertainty of the law, 
of necessity, tends to tyranny. So long 
as tuo law-abiding citizen, who lias 
regulated his conduct in conformity 
with an act of the legislature, is liable 
at any moment to bo declared a law- 
breaker, and punished for his very obe- 
dionco by a tribunal which, however 
eminent, is yet practically and neces- 
sarily irresponsible for its judgments, | 
ho long laws aro not the solemn doohir- I 
ation of tho sovereign will that they 
pretond to be, but partake rather of 
tho nature of snares to entrap tho un- 
wary. — From an article or. " Work fur
